The Dunham l»w. patted at ttw> ei- 
tnordfowy •wikw of tb* teuarU <w 
•embly. intended u a nw*mw« to «ur« 
the charter* of two Mufti in Toledo 
and Columbia. baa been declared to 
be in contravention of the conatltuUon 
by the attorney general. 


The law sought to permit any saw- 


ings and loan association, with a paid- 
up capital of $200,000 at the time of 
the pssage of the act, to <,o a safety 
deposit and trust isiiaineas. The act, 
which it was intended to cure, was a 
special one applying only to Toledo 
and Ooiumbu*. The attorney gener- 
al holds that the Dunham law is in- 
valid, because it confers special cor- 
porate powers, and is also class .legis- 
lation, as it applies only to banks hair- 
ing a paid up capital of $200.000.*
